Military experts, speculating 
how the Russians were able to land 
tanks in Rumania by airplane, said 


today it would, be easy fo carry 
light tanks under the fuselage of 
ordinary large planes or to lash 
them to bomb containers of bomb- 
ing ships. 

They recalled that commercial 
planes had carried automobiles in 
this manner in the United States as 
a stunt. Tanks carried in this way, 
however, would affect a plane’s 
center of gravity and offer consid- 
fijerable air resistance. 

Dispatches from Bucharest said 
jithe tanks were suspended be*ween 
lithe wheels of big transport ships.

LONDON, July 1 (AP).—WNine 
persons were killed and 20 injured 
in air raids tonight, the Ministry 
of Home Security announced. One 
high explosive bomb fell on a town 
in the northeast coast of Scotland. 

The announcement said: 

“During the raids this evening an 
enemy plane dropped a‘ high ex- 
plosive bomb on a town on the 
northeast coast of Scotland. 

“Three houses were demolished 
and a number of others damaged. 

“Casualties so far reported are 
mine dead and 20 injured. With 


three exceptions all the casualties 
are women and children.” 

Two of the German bombers 
which crossed the British coast 
early this evening were shot down, 
the Air Ministry said. A number 
of incendiary bombs were dropped 
on the northeast coast. 


Earlier, the British had reported 
driving off attacks on England, 
Scotland and Wales last night and 
destroying one of the German 
bombers.

The Rumanian general staff de- 
scribed as “local incidents” the 
Clashes between Rumanian and 
Russian troops yesterday, but 
usually reliable sour@ts said the 
fighting was on a much larger 
scale than officially admitted.

Black Sea Ports Mined. 


It was announced that the Black 
Sea ports of Constanta and Sulina 
had been mined and there was talk 
of removing the Government from 
Bucharest to some point in the Car- 
pathians if necessary. 

The Ministry of the Interior is- 
sued a communique warning the 
population not to believe “fantas- 
tic stories” that any parts of Ru- 
mania in addition to Bessarabia 
and Bucovina would be evacuated. 
The warning was interpreted as an 
indication the Government intend- 
ed to resist any further territorial 
encroachments—not only by Russia, 
but also by Hungary and Bulgaria, 
which are anxious to gain lost ter- 
ritories of Transylvania and South- 
ern Dobruja, respectively.

Incidents May Have ‘Un-

BUDAPEST, July 1 (AP).—Hun-

Simultaneously with the mobiliza- 
tion of a Hungarian army corps 
on the Rumanian frontier and the 
heavy calling of reservists, an of- 
ficial news agency announcement 
declared tonight that “the general 
impression is that Rumania is on 
the point of collapse.” 

Railway Traffic Cut. 
Railway passenger traffic was 
cut to a minimum to facilitate mili- 
tary concentration operations. 

The official Hungarian view con- 
sistently has been that any break- 
up of Rumania would call for the 
immediate entry of the Hungarian 
army into Transylvania to protect 
nk Magyar minority there of almost 
2,000,000. 

The Foreign Office issued docu- 
ments declaring the “historic mis- 
sion” of Hungary is to defend 
“Western Latin civilization against 
any attacks coming from the East.” 
The documents declared Hungary 
had “for centuries fought and bled 
for the Western Latin culture” and 
attempted to prove that Transyl- 
vania must return to Hungary. 
The calling of reservists was 
speeded up. Authorities distribut- 
ed thousands of notices to reserv- 
ists in homes, factories and offices. 
In many cases the men were told 
to put on their coats and follow 
the police. 

Appeal for Ambulances. 
Airplanes flew over the capital 
dropping leaflets calling on citi- 
zens to support the Red Cross drive 
to get ambulances and medical 
supplies immediately for the army. 

Besides the “incidents,” the ap- 
parent increasing gravity of the 
Rumanian-Russian situation was 
said to have decided the War Min- 
istry to act urgently to strengthen 
defenses.

MEXICO CITY, July 1 (AP).—

Campbell asked that Annenberg’s

No Fine Assessed. 

Annenberg, defendant in the 
largest individual criminal tax case 
in Government history, was not 
fined. His plea of guilty made 
him liable to a maximum of five 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$10,000. 

Ten minutes before the hour set 
for passing of sentence, Annenberg 
and his son, Walter, entered the 
courtroom, 

Both seemed nervous. The elder 
Annenberg changed his chair sev- 
eral times before Judge Wilkerson 
appeared, toyed with a large ring 
on his finger and chewed at his fin- 
gernails, 

When the sentence was  pro- 
nounced, Annenberg slumped in his 
chair. His son puf an arm about 
him. Then both moved to a win- 
dow and gazed out at the city 
where the publisher began his 
climb in the business world. 

A half hour before the time set 
for the sentencing, spectators be- 
gan arriving. 

Molasky on Hand. 

The first of Annenberg’s close 
associates to arrive was William 
Molasky of St. Louis.

JERSEY CITY, N. J., July 1 
(AP).—Abe Greene, New Jersey 
State Boxing Commissioner, said 
today Tony Galento would fight 
Max Baer tomorrow night despite 
a cut on the chin received when 


hit by a beer glass early this 
morning. 

Tony suffered the injury in his 
bar room when during a dispute, 
his brother, Russell, was said to 
have pitched the glass at him, 

The cut, from a quarter to half- 
inch in length, is not serious, 
Greene said. 

“In fact, Tony said he didn’t 
know he was hurt until several 
minutes later when a friend drew 
his attention to the blood,” he 
added. 

“We have just concluded a physi- 
cal examination of Tony Galento,” 
Commissioner Greene said. “He 
Was examined and treated first by 
his personal physician, Dr. Joseph 
C. Migi of Orange, and re-examined 
by Dr. Max E. Stern of Newark, a 
physician of the New Jersey State 
Athletic Commission. 

“The physicians report the abra- 
sion sustained by Galento is in the 
fleshy part of the chin and will 
not present any difficulty, even if 
it may be reopened in the course 
of the contest. | 

“Their official description of the 
abrasion is that: ‘It is a straight, 
clean, superficial incision.’ 

“Galento, himself, declared that 
he is in the best condition of his 
eareer and insisted vigorously that 
the abrasion is inconsequential, 
would have no affect on him and 
would only spur him on to speedier 
victory.” 

Tony’s brother was taken to 
Orange police headquarters last 
night and released. No charge or 
complaint was made against him.

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TWO ENGLISH VESSELS 
REPORTED TORPEDOED 


Attacked in North Atlantic, 
Radio Message Says. 


NEW YORK, July 1 (AP) —The| 
American cargo-passenger ship Ex-|¢ 
calibur reported to Mackay Radio 


last night that a British and a Ca- 
nadian freighter have been torpe- 
doed about 300 miles southwest of 
the Irish coast. 

The message said: “British steam- 
er Guido. position latitude 48.03 
north and longitude 11.11 west, also 
Canadian Zarian, torpedoed at 6:30 
Pp. m. 

The Excalibur is en route from 
Naples to New York and is believed 
in the vicinity of the Straits of Gi- 
braltar with 250 American refugees 
aboard. 

The Guido, 3921 tons, is owned by 
Ellerman’s Wilson Line, Its home 
port is Hull. The Zarian, 4871 tons, 
sails out of Freetown, Africa. 
Mackay Radie said the Zarian 
radioed that it “needs tugs imme- 
diately.” 

Two nights ago Mackay Radio re- 


bur, then less than a day out of 
Naples, reporting that it had inter- 


vessel identifying itself as the 
“American ship Edgehill.” 

The message said the Edgehill 
had been torpedoed about 500 miles 
off the Irish coast. 

No confirmation of the reported 
torped0ing could be obtained from 
Washington or London naval 
sources, and no American vessel 
named Edgehill ig listed in Lioyd’s 
register of shipping. 

A Columbia Broadcasting System 
correspondent in Berlin said that 
German radio announcers charged 
that the Edgehill message had been 
sent by the British station GYW at 
Gibraltar and that the incident was 
“Just another propaganda trick of 
the British to fool the Americans.”

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| DRUG LAW REFORM FULLY IN EFFECT. 

| Today, July 1, years of endeavor for food and 
|drug law reform. are consummated as the sweeping 
law passed in June, 41938, at last becomes fully ef- 
fective. The delay of more than a year in the be- 
ginning of complete enforcement was a concession to 
cosmetic and drug interests that asserted they needed 
'-more time to arrange for compliance with the labeling 
provisions. Congress acceded to their demands and 
delayed enforcement for a year. After that lengthy 
period of grace there can be no further excuses for 
any concern’s failure to obey the law. 

The purposes of the revision are quickly stated: 
to close the many gaping loopholes in the 1906 law, 
to insure truth-telling in manufacturers’ claims, to 
protect the public from fraud and injury in its pur- 
chases of food, drugs, appliances and cosmetics. Pen- 
alties now are heavy enough to insure compliance. 
Instead of the former $100 fine (sometimes regarded 
by unscrupulous manufacturers as merely a license 
fee), penalties ranging up to a fine of $10,000 and a 
prison term of three years are provided. 

The Food and Drug Administration now has ample 
authority to head off and prosecute any manner of 
deception upon the consumer. Its previous record of 
-unbending enforcement gives assurance that the long, 
and sometimes lonely, fight for drug law reform 
will be of genuine benefit to the health and the

Conscientious perusal of the Townsend National 
Weekly fails to disclose’an estimate of the annual 
revenue necessary to supply the proposed pensions 
of $200 a month to our senior citizens. But with 
the aid of Treasury reports and census abstracts, 
we are able to .supply the information which Dr. 
Townsend tactfully withholds. 

There are in the United States nearly 12,000,000 
men and women above 60, which the Townsend Plan 
makes the age of eligibility. The rules of eligibility 
are extremely liberal, but let us modestly assume 
that only half of those of eligible age would re- 
ceive pensions. The annual cost of pensions of $200 
a month would then be $14,400,000,000. 

Our Federal taxes on private and corporate in- 
comes yield about $1,950,000,000 a year, not counting 


‘the increases recently voted for national defense. 


So, in order to pay these pensions, we would merely 
have to raise these peacetime taxes an average of a 
little more than 700 per cent—provided people didn’t 
get so scared at the prospect that all business closed 
down and everybody became idle.

Every once in a 

while a statesinan yells that the seat of gov't has never left that 

corner, Andrew Jackson didn’t take office until four years after 

he was elected. He got more electoral votes than John Quincy 

Adams in 1824, but the election was thrown into the House of 

Repr., where Old Hickory was licked, 13 states to 7. Andy got 

even, however, by beating his opponents in two subsequent cam- 

_ paigns. Herbert Hoover didn’t have a cent to show for it when 

he left the White House. Not only did he work for nothing 

as President, but also as Secretary of Commerce and as Director 

of Belgian Relief. Having made his pile at engineering before 

trying politics, Hoover gave away his wages to charity and to 
his staff. 
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JAMES K. POLK was a picture-book President. He was 
known as “The Napoleon of the Stump,” and he dressed the 
part of a spellbinder. He wore his hair long and sported the 
frock coat, a get-up followed for years to come by peanut poli- 
ticians, small-town shysters and spielers with medicine shows. 
Franklin Pierce, on the other hand, was the glamor boy. He was 
a handsome dog, graceful as a deer, and had a gift of oratory 
that charmed birds out of trees. He was a Brigadier-General 
in the Mexican War, and when he came home in uniform the 
gals of 1840 swooned with ecstasy at sight of him. John Adams 
was so miffed over his licking from Thomas Jefferson that he 
literally got on his horse and scrammed, He left town when 
Jefferson came to Washington to take the inaugural oath. The 
phrase, “the smoke-filled room,” where the nomination is put 
in the bag, first cropped up in Chicago in 1920. The room be- 
longed to Harry Daugherty, and the President picked there was 
Warren G, Harding. 
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ANDREW JOHNSON, wno succeeded Lincoln upon the as- 
sassination of the latter, learned to write when he was 19. His 
tutor was Eliza McArdle, who became Mrs. J.. Chester A. Arthur 
got the job through his efforts to help his good pal, U. 8. Grant. 
He headed a delegation to give Grant a third term, but was 
hushed up with the nomination for Vice-President. Garfield's 
assassinatiog made him Mr. Big. The most circusy campaign 
was put on by William Henry Harrison in 1840. President Van 
Buren had sneered at Harrison's log cabin origin, so log cabins 
on wheels became the trade mark of the Harrison-Tyler ticket, 
and brought one of the first triumphs to the Just Folks set.

DIAGNOSIS: In this modern age where keen competition 
has almost eliminated the marked differences in price or 
quality which used to be our big sales points, we are finding 
that the personality of the salesman is growing more impor- 
tant than ever in retail business. I have previously mentioned 
that the average consumers care little which brand of gaso- 
line they use, or which insurance firm they buy from, pro- 
viding the latter are among the well known companies. In 
the years to come this reaction will be even more typical 
of the retail buyer. Nowadays we find that the determining 
factor in the sale is often the personality of the salesmen, 
or other items such as the location of the store.

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Early Habits 
Fix Pattern 
Of Behavior

LL active life is conditioned, 
| Carried out and completed by 

set habits. A man does not 
learn and do in one gesture. It is 
not as easy as that. What he does 
is conditioned by things he did 
long ago, by the set habits of 
years, 

We should keep that idea in 
mind ‘as we train the children. 
The thing a child does today, the 
spirit in which he. does it, the rea- 
son for his @oing it, hig success 
and failure in it, are important 
because the action with all its ac- 
companying emotions is going to 
color his actions in time to come. 

The best training is the train- 
ing that sets the most good habits 
at the time they can be set most 
effectively, and that is between 
the day of birth and the onset of 
adolescence. Habits will be set 
and used after that time, of 
course, but the ones that count 
for the most are the early ones. 

Few complaints come to school 
and court about the behavior of 
the younger children. The trou- 
ble begins with the adolescent. 
The complaints have a familiar 
pattern. He won't get up in the 
morning, he won't go to bed at 
night. He does not tell us what 
he is doing and gets impatient 
when we ask. He won’t listen to 
us. He stays out late. We never 
know where he is. He won’t give 
any money toward the house. He 
abuses other members of the fam- 
ily. We can’t do anything with 
him. He smokes and he drinks 
too much. He insists upon driv- 
ing the car and taking girls out 
in it. What can we do? 

Not much now. All that is left 
to do is to pray. The time for the 
active training has passed. Cer- 
tain remedial work can be tried 
but it is uphill work and most 
discouraging. The habits have set 
and it takes a deal of time to 
unset them. 

First the physical examinations 
must be made. Then the intelli- 
gence tests given. After that, vo- 
cational tests. Then social work- 
ers, the relief squads, come to the 
front. They try to place this child 
in a new environment where he 
will have a chance to start anew, 
far from the people and the place 
that helped set the old and un- 
fortunate habits. They try to find 
work for him, to make him self- 
sustaining. They try to bring him 
to a realization of his place in 
life, his duty, his MUSTS. 


x* * *® 

CHILDREN have to realize MUST 
early in their lives. They have to 
set a habit of reasonable accept- 
ance of the facts of life in their 
thoughts so that co-operation with 
others, service to others, useful- 
ness to oneself as well as to 
others, a recognition of the need 
and the reward of plain goodness 
is impressed upon them. If in the 
first 10 years of their lives they 


‘have been held to that standard 


there won’t be any trouble about 
their being real people in their 
teens, 

I don’t so much blame children 
for stupid behavior as I do those 
who reared them in it without 
protest up to their eighteenth 
year. Nor do I credit ill health, 
or defective glands, or inferiority 
complexes for it. These contrib- 
ute to a wreck begun by poor 
training in the early years. A 
child can be ailing, poor, less than 
brilliant, and still be a good child, 
a potentially good citizen. All he 
needs is training.

Itch Caused by

N the region of Southern ocean 

waters, Florida and Southern 

California, bathers sometimes get 
a dermatitis which the natives call 
“salt water itch.” It appears most 
often in the armpits, coming on at 
the same time on both sides, It is 
very unlikely that it is due to salt 
water alone. More probable is the 
explanation that it is due to some 
minute animal or tropical plant. 
The old timers and regular bathers 
are not so subject to it as the visi- 
tors who acquire it in about two 
to four weeks; this would make it 
look as if the regular bathers ac- 
quired an immunity. . 

The armpits are natural places 
for fungus infections to grow: the 


hair provides a good resting place 


for them: ,the situation is warm 
and moist, an ideal culture medium. 

As to prevention, soap and fresh 
water after the swim is the most 
natural and éasiest effective rem- 
edy. Applications of 50 per cent 
alcohol and boric acid solution is 
a good routine for after bathing. 
The use of an oily application be- 
fore bathing—olive oil, coconut oil 
or petrolatum—is a good protectivé 
device, 

Treatment of “salt water itch” 
after it has occurred, with calo- 
mine lotion, salicylic acid ointment 
or ammoniated mercury ointment 
if secondary infection .has occurred, 
is reported to be succegsful.

For this reason, you 
suggested that the writer of that 
letter did not have to provide many 
napkins and that tea plates were 
not necessary since people at such 
large parties were expected to put 
a small cake or sandwich at the 
side of the cup on the edge of the 
saucer.
